The speaker explained the dlfference

Colonel Roosevelt stepped 
quickly to the front of the structure, 
which did not give way, and waved 
his hand at the crowd to show that 
he was uninjured. A chair was placed 
on the edge of the platform and dur- 
ing the remainder of the. evening 
Coolnel Roosevelt remajned placidly at 
the very front of the weakened stage.

The taxicabs were awaiting orders 
from reporters to follow any machine 
which might contain Mrs. Grace, and 
keep in sight of it, despite all speed 
laws and traffic regulations. 

Mrs. Grace Eludes Reporters. 

Acting upon the advice of The Con- 
stitution staff correspondent who ac- 
companied Mrs. Grace on the trip, she 
left the residence by a rear door, walk- 
ing through another adjoining home, 
and going swiftly to a nearby station, 
where she boarded an elevated train 
and made her trip into the city. She 
was met at Wanamakert’s store, at 
Thirteenth and Chestnut streets, by 
her attorney and two Atlanta news- 
Paper men. 

The trip to the railroad station was- 
made On a surface car, but twp*report- 
ers approached her at the Schuylkill 
river station. She declined to speak 
with them, and turned her head when 
an attempt was made to photograph 
her. 

She arrived in Washington this aft- 
ernon at 4 o'clock.

ERIN INCREASES 


Nationalists Say It Is Result of 
Certainty of Home 
Rule.

Dublin, March 23.—(Special.)—Ire- 
land’s population is at last growing. 
That is a result of the practical cer- 
tainty of home rule and is an earnest 
of what is to come when Ireland really 
does govern herself is confidently as- 
serted by nationalists. 

During the quarter ended the 3ist of 
December last ehere were registered iu 
the 827 registrars’ districts 23,8745 
births—a number equal to an annual 
birth rate of 21.8 in every 1,000 of the 
estimated population—and 17,020 
deatiis, representing an annual rate 
of 15.6 per 1,000. In the same period 
(according to the returns obtained by 
the royal Irish constabulary and the 
metropolitan police, who acted as enu- 
merators at the several seaports) 4,791 
persons emigrated. <As the births ex- 
ceeded the deaths by 6,850 there is a 
gain of 2,000. It should be added that 
the birth rate for the quarter was .2 
below the average for the correspond- 
ing quarter of the ten years, 1901-19, 
and .l below the rate for the fourts 
quarter of 1910.

Mart Thomas, the 
negro who brought the police the first 
information that put them on the 
trailed Green, tala the police that he 
met Green in a house in Collins satreet. 

“I just had a h—1l of a fight with a 
Sheeny near the High school,” Green 
told Thomas. “I cut him all to pleces.” 

Thomas brought the news to the 
police at 1:30 o'clock Friday morning, 
within three hours after Morris died 
in the €«rady hospital.

MRS. CLYDE BEATTIE

SIX PERSONS ARE DEAD 
BY GAS ASPHYXIATION 


Norwalk, Ohio, March 23.—Six in- 
mates of the men’s dormitory at the 
Huron county infirmary are dead, and 
eight are unconscious and in a crit- 
ical condition from gas asphyxiation.

“I believe the time has come when 
Georgia should demand, and when it 
will demand, full, fair and proportion- 
ate protection to everything which it 
can Offer in the markets of the United 
States from its farms, its factories, its 
forests and its mines. Il believe the 
lumber of Georgia should be protected 
along with the wheat in Minnesota. 
I believe the cotton grower should be 
protected, through the manufacturer 
along with the grower of hay in Iowa. 
I believe that Georgia iron ore, Geor- 
gia manufactures of iron and _ steel, 
Georgia kaolin, and everything else 
that Georgia produces, grows or man- 
ufactures at the present time, or which 
it can produce, grow or manufacture 
in the future should be protected, not 
Clandestinely, but openly, frankly and 
boldly. 

“If Georgians are denied the right to 
sell abroad by protective foreign tariffs 
and denied the right to buy abroad by 
countervailing American tariffs and 
therefore compelled to buy in a, pro- 
tected home market, wisdom requires 
that they should demand and assert 
the right to also sell on the inside of 
a protected home market. 


“On this platform of pure Jefferson- 
{ian protective tariff principles, I an-

ENGLAND HOPES 
FOR SECOND PLACE 


By Richarg Dahigren. 

London, March 23.—The British 
Olympic committee is beginning to stir 
itself and is hopeful of sending a team 
to Stockholm, which tf it does not win 
over the Americans, and this is re- 
garded by the most sanguine English- 
man as a hopeless task so for as track 
ang field events are concerned, will 
at least place England a creditable 
second. 

It is rather a comment on the condi- 
tion of athletics in this country that 
in all probability the principal point 
winners on the British team will be 
Irish or Scotch. 

In this connection a recent perform- 
ance of D, MacMillan, of Cambridge, 
is interesting. Hie is creglited with 
9-4-5 seconds for the hundred yards 
on a@ heavy crack. There was only 
one times, which, of course, weakens 
the record, but that he is extraordi- 
narily fast is certain, and it is equally 
certain that he is likely to make 
trouble for anybody in the sprints at 
the Olympic games. 

A difficulty English swimmers have 
to contend with is the lack of oppor- 
tunities to practice during the winter.

PRAISES MOLUL 


Gives Complete history of the 
Team's Manager 


Has Been Playing Ball Since 
1895—Started With Wash- 
ington as a Pitcher—Turned 
Outfielder in 1897—Has Al- 
ways Been Good Hitter.

President Birmingham Baseball Club. 
Manager Carlton Molesworth was 
born at Frederick, Maryland in 1877 
ef Scotch and English parents. He 
was educated in the publio schools and 
soon attracted attention while play- 
ioe with the Frederick, Maryland, in- 
dependent ball team. When he was 
seventeen years old he won thirteen 
consecutive games against splendid 
semi-professional teams for the Mary- 


tion of Gus Schmeltz, who was manag- 
er of the old Washington National 
League team. 

In 1895 he signed up with that team 
as a left-handed pitcher. He was then 
just 18 years old and was about 5 
feet 6 inches tall and weighed about 
170 pounds. He was quite a fine pitch- 
er and won 7 gSames and lost 3 that 
year for. the Washington team His 
size forced him out of the big leagues 
and he was turned over to Rockfort 
in the Central Association. 

Twirled in 1806. 

In 1896, he twirled for that team, and 
won 19 and lost 8 games, while he 
slugged the bell about .325. The exact 
figures can not be found. In 1897 ho 
went with the Shamoykin team in the 
Pennsylvania league. His exact aver- 
ages for fielding and pitching are not 
to be found, but he slugged the ball 
.427. At the end of the season, having 
strained his arm, he decided to play 
the outfield as he was a wonderful 
hitter. 

His first regular berth as an out- 
fielder was with the Pelmara team in 
the New York State League, where he 
hit something like .325. His fielding 
was g00d also, as he ranked among 
the leaders. gis average was about 
.989—according to his memory. In 1899 
he was transferred to the Binghamton 
club in the sagne league. This year Ne 
hit .347 and was among the leaders 
in fielding. He also etole a large num- 


ber of bases. 

In 1900 Molesworth went to Sche- 
nectady where he played in the out- 
field. Ie does not remember just what 
he hit, but he said that it was a bit 
over .2090. He fielded .980 and stole 
a number of bases. In 1901, he enter- 
ed the Southern League with the Chat- 
tanooga team. He slugged the pellet 


at a clip of .320 and flelded up high. His’ 


arm was in very bad shape then, and 
he could hardly throw across the dia- 
mond. 

The next year also he played with 
the Chattanoogans and was among the 
league leaders in hitting, as he hit .337. 
His fielding was about .980. He pur- 
loined quite a few sacks also. The 
Chattanooga franchise was transferred 
to Montgomery in 1903, and he went 
along with the franchise. 

Hit Well With Billies. 

At Montgomery he hit .319 in 1903, 
and was ain among the leading field- 
ers. In 1904, he played with the Bil- 
likens, and came second among the 
batters of the league with a percent- 
age of .319. In 1905 he lead the hit- 
ters of the league with the Billikens, 
slugging the ball at a .319 clip. 

In 1906. he was sold to the Birming- 
ham team and played centerfield under 
Manager Harry Vaughn. He hit about 
.275 that vear, and fielded about .979. 
There were many stories at the end of 
that season about Molesworth going 
to Montgomery as manager, but he 
still remained with Birmingham. He 
fielded .969. 

In 1907, he again played with the 
Barons, and made a distinct hit with 
the fans. He hit .393 that season, and 
was among the leaders of the league. 
He fielded «975. 

Manager Harry Vaughn was disposed 
of in 1908 and after some discussion 
the directors made Molesworth man- 
ager. ‘This season he hit .298, and 
fielded about .980. 

In 1999 he hit .288, and fielded about 
970. He seemed to be troubled that 
season with managerial cares, and this 
was supposed to be the cause of the 
slump. In 1910, Molesworth hit exact- 
ly .300. He fielded .973 and stole 31 
bases. He finished fourth among the 
Southern sluggers. 

In 1911, Molesworth had an awful! 
slump. hitting but .248 and fielding but 
972. However he was not in condition 
last season, and this, together with 
knocking among the local fans, caused 
him to have a bad vear. However, his 
team finished third in ahe Southern 
League: 

Molesworth is getting into shape 
for the coming season and states that 
if he gets into good shape he will 
again hit over the .200 mark.

ENGLISH OLYMPIC TRAINER 
IS SOMEWHAT PESSIMISTIC 


London, March 28.—F. W. Parker, of 
the London Athletic Ciub, who has been 
appointed official trainer of the team 
which Great ‘Britain is to send to 
Stockholm this summer, is pessimistic 
about the chances of this country in 
the Qlympic games. Speaking to the 
writer today he said: 

“We are not going to Stockholm this 
year prepared as we should be nor are 
we going to be able to get together 
enough good men to make the proper 
showing. As a matter. of facet we 
have missed our opportunity. We, 
should have begun preparing two 
years ago and here the games are but 
a few monthg away and we have not 
yet made a start.” 

Parker is one of the leading authori- 


ties on training in England and no 
better selection for the position of 
chief trainer could have been aoe | 
He is now traveling about the country 
appointing sectional trainérs who will 
get the various candidates into con- 
dition for the try-outs which are to be 
held in London about the middle of 
May. 

“I am absolutely astounded at the 
ignorance of many of the greatest 
athletes in this country,” he contin- 
ued. “These men have won champlion- 
ships and potg and medals galore yet 
they do not know the first principles 
of training. Many of them do not 
know enough to rub themselves down 
after a race. When I ask these men 
what system they have followed they

say: ‘We haven’t-any system; we real- 
ly never thought very much about 
training,’ and these are the men upon 
whom we must depend at Stockholm. 


“It is typical of England's hap- 
hazard way of doing such things that 
we have left it until the last moment, 
and then make a frantic rush to get 
ready for the games In such events 
as throwing the javelin and the discus 
and puttimg the weight, we never think 
of even trying them until we begin to 
think about the Olympic meet The 
result is that when we get on the field 
we have to depend upon Scotchmen 
and Irishmen, and even then Great 
Britain is beaten.’’ 

An appeal for funds has been issued 
by Lorg Alverstone, lord chief justice 
of England, and president of the Ama- 
teur Athletic Association. This money 
will be used for the training expenses 
of the team. The British Olympic 
committee, of which Lord Desborough 
is president, is agitating for a govern- 
ment grant with which to pay the 
traveling and maintenance expenses 
of the team after it leaves London. 

Charles Perry, who built the track 
at the Shepherd’s Bush Stadium, where 
the last Olympic games were held, 
recently returned to London from 
Stockholm, where he has been super- 
vising the construction of the track 
will be used next summer. He 
tells the writer that he believes it will 
be found too small to bring out the 
best efforts of the runners. The track 
will measure 388 meters, with a 
straight finish of 92 meters. The 
track will not be as good as the one 
at Shepherd's Bush, which the Ameri- 
can competitors at the last Olympic 
games declared to be the best they 
had ever run upon, largely because of 
the difference of the soil to be found 
at the Swedish capital.

Took Barons in 19807. 

In July, 1907, Maneger Harry Vaughn 
was assailed unmercifully by the fans 
who ina few short months had forgot- 
te: that he had won the pennant in 
1906. But it was evident that the day 
of Vaughn holding the rein tn Birming- 
ham was about to pass. And when it 
did pass, there went up a cry for 
Moleeworth, although there were sev- 
eral good “politicians” on the club who 
clamored for Eugene Demontreville. 
Molesworth landed, and had only com- 
paratively good success. 

Ir 1908 his team did better, however, 
and in 1909, when Rick Woodward 
bought the interests of J. W. McQueen, 
the star of Molesworth ascended. In 
that vear, the Barong finished well, 
money was cleared and the people gat- 
isfied. In 1910, the Barons made a fear- 
ful stab for the pennant, chiefly as a 
result of the wonderful Covaleski— 
for he was wonderful wheu Birming- 
ham brought him south—but finished 
no higher than second. 

Last season wae one of the most in- 
teresting in Birmingham's history.

“But I DO know this—-that for more than thirty years I have 
been studying and specializing along certain lines. I know, too, 
that it is careful attention to details, correct diagnosis and know- 
ing WHAT to do, WHEN to do it, and HOW to do it which pro- 
duce results. 


Why He Has Succeeded. 


"IT am not the discoverer of any strange, new medicine. I 
don't know of any ‘cure-all.’ I. know, and you know, that two 
carpenters may use the sameé tools to do a job and-that one will 
turn out a good product and the other a botch. 

“For that reason, I insist that what the profession needs is 
not some new specific, but a more thorough and intelligent un- 
derstanding of how to use the remedies known to the profession.”

I realize that it is easier for 
a doctor to get past with a front 
than for eny other man making «4 
living. We all know more or less 
about the business of the other fellow 
with whom we spend our money, and 
can come near telling whether or not we 
get our money’s worth. 
But we ean’t play the doctors’ game. 
We are on the outside of the table. If he 
looks wise and says there are grave indications 
of a serious functional disturbance, we take his 
word for it and hope it isn’t catching and fatal. 
I believe, however, that even a doctor can’t get 
past forever on bluff. If he just guesses, he can't 
guess right often enough, and he will finally lose out.

Whether of 
any more value or less dangerous than the others is something 
we don’t know and will not know for ten years yet, but what has 
already been proved beyond a doubt is that it is not a cure, and 
we must rely on the old remedies for this, after all. 

“I have no fight to make on this preparation. My fight has 
been to keep the fakers from imposing upon the public with it by 
making all kinds of absurd claims for ft in order to get fat fees 
from trusting sufferers. Then, too, fakers have imposed upon pa- 
tients by pretending to give this preparation, when in reality 
they were afraid to inject it into the veins and used some fake 
preparation.” 

In discussing this with Dr. Baird, I found that he had kept 
up with every advance made for years past in preparations of 
this kind. I found, too, that instead of jumping in and reaping a 
harvest of fees from the use of “606,” he had acted with conserva-- 
tism. I was impressed with his declaration that— 

“What the profession needs is not some new specific, but a 
more thorough knowledge of how and when to use the remedies 
known to the profession.” 


Commercialism in Profession. 


Results count, after all, and dissatisfied patients do not recom- 
mend their friends to the doctor who caused their dissatisfaction.

‘Tl do not sell cures nor guarantee them. I simply offer my 
services, and, because of my many years of study, specializing and 
thought along origina] lines, I feel confident in believing I can 
cure any case which CAN be cured.” 

And Dr. Baird told me all this in such a quiet, confident way 
that I believed him. Then, too, I know that he could not have 
succeeded as he has in his profession if he didn't know what he 
was talking about. He could not have had the large suite he 
occupies, and the sick and suffering would not continue placings 
their confidence in him, if he was not what I believed him to be. 
And I think that, like Mr. Henry Clay, of Kentucky, I am right.

Girls’ Poultry Cluab. 


The Boys’ Corn Club exhibition that 
was held in the Auditorium-Amory 
last December closed its doors after 
having made a grand success; and the 
Southern International Poultry Show 
opened the doors of its great show im- 
mediately afterwards. The idea sug- 
gested itself to me, since the boys had 
made such splendid success with their 
corn show, why not organize a poultry 
club for the girls? 

I gathered a few of the ohildren 
around me and told them what I pro- 
posed to do. The children of Mr. and 
Mra. S. B. Turman; eix in number, gave 
me their names at once, and became 
the first members of the club. Then we 
made a change in the program, and 
took the bovs in. This was published 
in The Constitution, and the requests 
for Membership began to come in from 
alt sections of Georgia, and also from 
South Carolina, Florida and Alabama. 

After a consultation with the official 
board of the Southern International 
Poultry Association, it was determined 
to make the club a part of our organ- 
ization, and to arrange to have a 
separate, well-equipped boys and giris’ 
department at the great international 
show next December. This arrange- 
ment will, therefore, make the boys 


and girls of every’ southern state 


eligibie to membership. 


Purposes of the Club. 

Now, so much as to the plans, what 
of the purposes? The club was quickly 
organized, the officers elected, and the 
boys and girls of the club went to 
work, raising chickens to compete for 
the prizes that will be offered at the 
international show in December next 

We realize that some of these chil- 
dren will not be able, perhaps, to send 
their birds to the international show, 
and, in order that they may be able 
to place them on exhibition at a poul- 
try show, we are going to request the 
seoretaries of every poultry association 
amd county fairs where they have a 
poultry exhibit to arrange to have a 
children's department, where there will 
be prizes in money and specials. These 
prizes need not be very large or ex- 
pensive, for very many of the children 
would prefema blue ribbon to a prize 
in money. 


e 
As to Consolidation.. 


Now, as to the combination of the 
Boys’ Corn Club and the Boys and 
Girls’ Poultry Club, I-can see no possi- 
ble objection to such an arrangement, 
except the expense. That, of course, 
is a matter that depends upon those 
who are conducting the corn club. It 
seems to me that a corn club can be 
successfully conducted with very little 
expense, but with a poultry show it is 
quite a different proposition. 

For a poultry show you would have 
to provide nice coops and feed. Then 
there must be one or two more men 
to feed, water and look after them. 
You would also perhaps have to pay 
a poultry judge to place the awards. 

If these two clubs oould be run in 
connection with a county falr, or a 
county poultry show, the expense 
might possibly be lessened, and a 
greater number of people be caused to 
become interested in this important 
work. 

Of course, what I have written is 
merely suggestive, not only to Mr. 
Blackwell, but to every other super- 
intendent of education in the state, 
and also to the secretaries of the 
county fairs, and the poultry associa- 
tions. 

In Every County. 


There should be a Boys’ Corn Club 
and a Boys’ and Girits’ Poultry Club 
organized in every county of every 
southern state. The county clubs 
should be organized inta a state asso- 
ciation, and the state organization 
should hold a show once a year. 

These two agricultural products are, 
for many reasons, of more value to 
the state than the farmers and others 
realize. One of the most potent of 
these reasons from a commercial 
standpoint is that, together with meat, 
they take more money from the state 
each year than twice the _ profit 
made on cotton. This, however, is the 
commercial side of this subject. 

In another article that will appear 
later I will have something to say in 
regard to its educational value, moral- 
ly, physically and otherwise.

Chihuahua, Mexico, March 23.—-Gen- 
eral Antonio Rojas, of the revolution- 
ary forces, was arrested today by Gen- 
eral Pascual Orozco. the commander- 
in-chief, and 200 of tojaw men were 
disarmed and their rifles given to menj 
whose loyalty to the ‘vebiie is not 
questioned. The remaining 500 men! 
of. the Rojas detachment were sent! 
south to reinforce Generals Campa and 
Salazar, who are in. momentary ex- 
pectation of attack at Escalon. 

Rojas is the man who, when in 
command of the rebel garrison at: Jua- 
rez, looted the branch of the Mexican 
National bank of 17,200 pesos—all that 
remained in the vaults. This action 
was criticised harshly by his brother 
officers and Rojas was ordered with 
his command to Chihuahua. He soon 
returned to Juarez, but on Thursday 
again took his men to Chihughua. 

It is said his arrest was due to in- 
subordination in declining to obey 
Orozco'’s orders,

Already Senor vose Tovar has at-

GEORGIA URGED STRONGLY 
BY LUCIAN LAMAR KNIGHT 


At the earnest request of the state 
editor, the iv... ~'»ge splendid article 
was written for the wv. A. R. column 
by Mr. Lucian L. Knight, whose. well- 
earned reputation as a historian of 
mote renders his advice of great value. 
Its object is to assist the daughters 
of Georgia in their work of local his- 
torical research, and its careful pe- 
rusal is urged.

If the Daughters of the American 
Revolution—in addition to the splen- 
@id work which they are doing for the 
State in other directions—wil] devote 
an occasional month systematically 
and unitedly to the task of collecting 
materials for local histories, they will 
render a service to the state for which 
future generations will hold them in 
everlasting gratitude; and incidentally 
they will also erase a stigima from 
Georgia's escutcheon. The dearth of 
such records is positively amazing. 
Some of the oldest counties of the 
state—counties, for instance, like 
Baldwin and Jefferson, in which tthe 
State capitol was once located—or 
counties like Oglethorpe and Putnam 
and Hancock and Greene, in which the 
ancient landmarks are as thick as 
leaves in Vallambrosa—are neverthe- 
less wholly rithout books or pam- 
Phiets to record the great history- 
making events for which they have 
furnished the loca] arenas. 

But the worst is still to follow. 

For two years past I have been en- 
gaged at leisure intervals in making 
special researches in different parts 
of the state—visiting numberless lo- 
ealities in ig the unfa- 
miliar by-ways which lead to forgot-. 
ten nooksgand corners—corresponding 
with hundreds of representative peo- 
ple by mail—all in an effort to gather 
materials for a. much-needed work on 
“Georgia Landmarks and Memorials,’ 
and with such opportunities for ac- 
quainting myself with the 
wish briefly and bluntly to tabulate 
some of the results. 


In the first place, there are some

almost solely upon White. But fiftyv- 
six years have passed since this pio- 
meer historian and scholar published 
his “Collections’’—-sixty-three since 
he compiled his “Statistics.” In the 
meantime thirty-six counties have 
been createq by the general assembly 
of Georgia. 

Far be it from any thought or pur- 
pose of mine to belittle the magnifi- 
cent work which this superb Geor- 
gian has done. He has built for him- 
self a monument which envy cannot 
@warf and which time will only serve 
to heighten. His volumes are price- 
less. But they necessarily contain 
gome errors, and furthermore, in the 
very nature of things, they lack the 
local color. There were no facilities 
in his day for reaching many of the 
county sites. tailroads were few in 
mumber and far between; stage coaches 
were slow and tedious. Mails were 
uncertain.

But there are no such handicaps at 
the present time, when the iron horse 
waits in the depot to take us, at a 
moment’s notice, to the very doorsteps 
of almost any courthouse in the State 
The difficulty to be overcome now is 
that we may postpone this needed 
work so long that many of the most 
important sources of information wil! 
be irretrievably lost to us. Time is 
fast retiring the olq guard of settlers. 
The yellow tint-of years is deepening 
upon newspaper files. Even the 
courthouse records in many of the 
counties of Georgia are kept in fire- 
traps and are 4 y to melt 
into ashes. 

Professor Joseph T, Derry and Pr. 
George G. Smith have each done splen- 
aid work for the counties of Georgia, 
but they have not done the work of 
local historians. 

Demand Is Imperative. 

It devolves upon the patriotic wom- 
en of Georgia to devise some uniform 
plan by which the various counties 
of the state may possess written his- 
tories. The demand for such a move- 
ment is most imperative. Let the map 
of Georgia be subdivided, if necessary, 
and to each chapter let a group of 
counties be assigned for each of which 
the chapter will become a sort of 
sponsor. The fact that a county is 
new should not deter us from ecoliect- 
ing the data in regard to it which 
needsto be preserved.

Certaifi politicians, finding such a 
handy word for their use, have within 
recent months put forward the most 
preposterous schemes of government 
and named them “progressive poli- 
cies.” To the captivating pass-word 
y have found responses in many 
quarters. Multitudes of unthinking 
people are ready to hail these politi- 
cians as Messiahs, and follow in their 
train without regard to consequences. 

Time to Question. 

It is time to seriously question the 
“progressives” about their “program 
of progress.” We want to know what 
they are going after, what they pro- 
pose to leave behind, and where they 
prepoge to haul up. 

While they are a trifle vague in 
some of their talking, a thoughtful 
man does not find it impossible to dis- 
cern something of what they intend. 

What are they going after? The 
answer to this question is clear. They 
are concerned for material things 
only. While they habitually iterate 
and reiterate such truisms as “men 
are more important than property,” 
and such meaningless phrases as “hu- 
man rights are superior to property 
rights,” it is perfectly clear that they 
“are absorbed wholly and exclusively 
with questions about the distribution 
of mere property.

NATIONAL TARIFF RELATIONS 


Below is a brief synopsis of “‘Mc- 
Lendon on International Tariff Rela- 
tions,” a book soon to be issued by 8. 
“Guyt”’ McLendon, the well known 
Georgia jurist, author, \ex-railroad 
commissioner and ‘candidate for the 
United States senate, 

Advance copies of this book have 
been placed in the hands of several of 
the miost prominent students of eco- 
nomics. 

Their expressions concerning it have 
been most flattcring. It is unani- 
mously pronounced by them to be one 
of the most logical analyses and 80- 
lutions of the tariff problem that has 
ever come to their attention: 

In 1860 our fathers owned and re- 
turned for taxation slaves, valued on 
the tax books of Georgia, at $302,000,- 
000. All the land in Georgia, in 1569, 
including towns and cities, was return- 
ed for taxation at a valuation of $197,- 
000,000, 

Slave labor, the property of the own- 
ey of tife slave, was protected; not by 
an import duty of so much per capita, 
but by the law of 1808 which abso- 
lutely prohibited the fmportation of 
any “more cheap slaves from Africa. 
Under the protecting influence of this 
prohibitory law, slaves rose in value 
until, in 1866, a néeWeborn slave infant 
was worth from $100 to $200, while 
robust slaves sold from $1,500 to $2,009. 
During this period of protection to the 
value of slave labor, the south invest- 
ed its surplus and profits in slave 
property, to the éxclusion of manufac- 
turing, and during this period the 
south also formulated its ideas of Op- 
position to aM forms of protection by 
tariff legislation. 

Southern men of today hold these 
ideas of opposition to a protective tar- 
iff as an inheritance. And yet In 1912 
the people of Georgia own no slaves, 
but on the contrary Own 4.200 manu- 
facturing establishments representing 
an investment of $250,000,000, and giv- 
ing employment to 110,000 free wage 
earners. ; 
Oa of more than 200.000 voters in 
Georgia in 1912, it would be perfectly 
safe to assert that not fifty of them 
ever read the existing or any other 
tariff laws passed by congress, and 
equally safe to assert that there are 
not ten who ever read the tariff law 
of any foreign country, or who know 
anything of the restrictions put upon 
the commerce of the United States by 
foreign countries in their tariff regu- 
lations. It is perfectly safe to asse rt 
that not a single farmer, merchant, 
editor, or manufacturer in Georgia 
knows, as a result of his own investi- 
gation, that Mexico charges $9.75 im- 
port duty on one bale of raw ge ment 
that Russia charges $28.25, tS ae 
charges $36.25 import duty on one ba é 
of raw cotton; that France charges an 
import duty of $293 on the a

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SLAVERY CONDITIONS IN THIS _, 
STATE BEFORE THE CIVIL WAR 


By R. J. Massey. 

The institution of African. slavery 
is so intimately connected with the 
history of Georgia, and has been so 
closely interwoven with her civiliza- 
tion, that a brief account of its origin, 
its growth anq its sudden abolition 
should . be recorded, not for crimina- 
tion or exculpation, but that the truth 
of history may be vindicated. Facts, 
cold fact=, are history, and they never 
blush to be narrated. Georgia was 
the first state to prohibit the s‘ave 
trade with Africa, and she Kept thac 
prohibition inviolate, while some ot 
the northern states carried it on long 
after their own slaves were freed. 
There was to them no profit in slavery, 
but there were fabulous gains in the 
traffic. Hence, they gradually dis- 
posed of their own slaves by sending 
them south, and in some instances the 
young of their slaves were given 
away. 

Their average condition was infl- 
nitely better than that of the poor, 
who lived in the slums of the great 
cities of the north. They had all the 
necessities of life and many of tts 
comforts, and in the main were more 
independent and had less care, less 
responsibility than their masters, 
Young negroes grew up to manhood 
With the children of their master. 
frolicked with them by day and hunt- 
ed with them by night. They jhad 
their own corn shuckings, their har- 
Vest suppers and their Christmas 
dances, where the fiddle, the banjo 
and their merry laugh were always 
heard in the field bv day and at the 
fireside by night. The masters. were 
almost universally kind from good 
policy, if nothing else. It was as 
much to their interest to Keep their

Washington, March 23.—(Special,)—

In a statement issued last week Hon. G. R. Hutchens, manager 
kin Georgia of the presidential campaign of Oscar Underwood, di- 
mected attention in the strongest commendatory terms to a recent 
article by Bishop Warren Candler, in which the latter, with all the 
vagor of his powerful mind, protested against the professional “pro- 
gressive” in politics, showing to what rabid and chaotic extremes 
tlwese doctrinés inevitably led. Mr. Hutchens stated that while the 
article could not have been written with any political intention it 
was, none the less, a striking presentation of the situation from a 
read and thoroughly analyze. Believing, with Mr. Hutchens, that 
as Bishop Candler will challenge state-wide interest, The Constitu- 
tion reproduces the article elsewhere in full. 

Defining the magic that attaches to the word “progress,” how- 
ever mebulous its application, Bishop Candler declares that “certain 
polit#cians finding such a handy word for their use have, within re- 
cent months, put forward the most preposterous schemes of govern- 
ment «and named them ‘progressive policies.’ To the captivating 
passward they have found responses in many quarters. Multitudes 
cf unthtnking people are ready to hail these politicians as Messiahs 
and folfow in their train without regard to consequences.” 

Bishop Candler believes the professional “progressives” propose 
to “castibehind them every shred of representative government, and 
‘educe our republic to the level of a turbulent Greek democracy.” Fur- 
ther, such a creed, he shows, may “trample upon the most sacred 
rights of minorities without the restraints of settled constitutions or 
the intervention of unterrified courts of justice.” “This,” proceeds 
the bishop, “is the meaning of all this talk about ‘initiatives,’ ‘ref- 
erendums, and ‘recall of judges,’ when it is reduced to its last an- 
alysis.” 

Even more emphatic is his declaration that “this so-called ‘prog- 
ress’ is nothing less than a proposal to lynch representative govern- 
ment in our country and apply mob law to individual freedom.” He 
sees foreshadowed by the professional “progressive” program a “re- 
turn to the worst form of anarchy—to the monarchy which rises 
upon the ruins of free institutions, roots itself in the despair of the 
people*in all.government and flourishes on the hopelessness of the 
depressed multitudes which it rules with 4 rod of iron.”

CHARTING GEORGIA’S SOIL. 


Among the most constructive activities instituted by the fed- 
eral department of agriculture is its painstaking soil surveys of 
various counties throughout the United States. As told recently 
in The Constitution, officials have for some time been at work upon 
the task of surveys in Dougherty county, this state, and within a 
relatively short time the data and maps thus obtained will be added 
to those already available regarding the. different counties in 
Georgia. 

By the time the experts of the department complete their mis- 
sion in a given locality, the potentialities of that specific region are 
Charts, analyses and statistics 
reveal the exact chemical and physical nature of the soil in every 
portion of the county. The farmer already living there knows what 
crops will flourish best upon a particular portion of his land, and 
where fertilizer will be needed, in what volume and in precisely the 
proper mixture. ‘The information is even more valuable as furnish- 
ing light to prospective settlers. For it opens, at a glance, the 


assets and the liabilities of the lands they may consider purchasing, 


and lets them know in advance what they may expect and the con- 
ditions against which they must make provision. 

Work of this character is essentially gradua!. But when every 
county in the state shall have had its soils brought under the micro- 
scope and probe of science, there will be accessible alike to native 
and to stranger a complete and illuminating answer to evgry ques-

OSCAR UNDERWOOD’S OWN 
STATEMENT OF ANTECEDENTS 
Oscar W. Underwood was born in 

Louisville, Ky., on the sixth day of 

May, 1862. On his paternal side he is 

descended from a family of lawyers 

and planters, who came from England 
and settled in Virginia in 1664. His 
grandfather's grandfather, William 

Thomas Underwood was a planter 

before the revolutionary war, high 

sheriff of Goochland county, and 
at one time a member of the 
house of delegates of Virginia. 

His grandfather’s father was John 

Underwood, a planter, and at one 

time high sheriff of Goochland county 

and also a member of the house of 
delegates. His grandfather was born 

fn Goochland county, and when 10 

years old went to Kentucky with his 

uncle, Edmund Rogers, and General 

George Rogers Clark, who was one of 

his cousins.

Joseph R. Underwood, 
Oscar W. Underwood’s’ grandfather, 
was a whig up to the time of the civil 
war; after that time he aligned h{m- 
self with the democratic party and 
always voted. the democratic ticket. 
He was a member of the national 
democratic convention that nominated 
Seymour for president. All of Oscar 
W. Underwood’s ancestors on his pa- 
ternal side were southern people, 
either Virginians or Kentuckians. 


All For Confederacy. 

Underwood's maternal grandfather 
was Jabez Smith, who was born in 
Groton, Conn. and moved to Peters- 
burg, Va., when he was a boy 18 vears 
of age. He built one of the first cot- 
ton mills in the south at Petersburg 
and for a number of years was mayor 
of that city before the civil war. He 
was always a democrat and came from 
a democratic family. During the civil 
war his sympathies were with the 
south. 

He died at Petersburg during the 
siege at the age of 76. His son and 
two of his grandsons served in the 
Confederate army; one of his grand- 
sons being killed during the siege of 
Petersburg. Oscar Underwood’s ma- 
ternal grandmother was a Miss Wal- 
thall, of an old Virginia family, and a 
cousin of the late Senator Walthall, 
of Mississippi. 


Why They Left South. 

When Oscar W. Underwood was 23 
years old, in the fall of 1865, his 
mother had a number of hemorrhages. 
The doctors, fearing tuberculosis, ad- 
vised his father to take her to a dry 
climate, and they moved to St. Paul, 
Minn., when it was a frontier country 
and there was only ten miles of rail- 
road in the state. His father lived 
there until 1875, when he returned to 
Kentucky and brought Oscar W. Un- 
derwood back with him and placed 
him in school in Louisville, where his 
father established the family home. 
Oscar W. Underwood remained there 
and went to school until 1881, when 
he was sent to the University of Vir 
ginia and graduated there in law in 
June, 1884. 


In Birmingham. 

Shortly after his graduation he 
went to Minnesota and was admitted 
to the bar, but only remained there 
about two months, from there going to 
Birmingham, Ala., to join his brother. 
William T. Underwood, who was in 
business in Birmingham. Oscar W. 
Underwood was admitted to the bar 
in Birmingham, Ala., on the first day 
of September, 1884, and practiced law 
there until he was elected to congress 
in 1894. His two sons were born in 
Birmingham and that city has been 
his home for nearly twenty-eight 
years. His first wife was Miss Eu- 
genia Massie whom he married at 
Charlottesville, Va., and who was a 
member of a Virginia family of revo- 
lutionary stock. His second wife was 
Miss Bertha Woodward, who was born 
in Wheeling, W. Va., her father mov- 
ing to Birmingham, Ala., when she 
was 6 or 7 years old, and has resided 
there ever since that time. 


Even Pigs of’ This Model Farm 
Eat by Electric Light. 


The use of electricty on modern 
farms is very interestingly described 
in the current issue of Farm and Fire- 
side. All sorts of machines, from 
feed-grindergs to churns. are run ‘by 
electricity on a good many pratical 
farms. Of course not many farmers 
have put electricty to such extensive 
use as has E. B. Miner, whose place is 
described in the following extract 
from the article; but hundreds of great 
farms in the prosperous Mississippi 
valley region use electricity more ex- 
tensively than city people imagine. 

_. Near the vilage of Oriskany Falls, 
Néw York, there is a one-hundred-acre 
farm belonging to FE. Burdette Miner. 

“Six years ago, Mr. Miner, helped by 
his sons, dammed a creek, obtaining a 
fallof but six feet. The water from the 
dam was led » ong a small canal to the 
tiny wooden p«wer house, where it is 
directed against the blades of a tur- 
bine water wheel. Belted to this wheel 
is the 17-horse power dynamo. ‘The 
power plant tis 1,7000 feet from the 
house, necessitating a transmission 
line of bare aluminum wires. Because 
of this distancé the plant is allowed to 
run night and day, without interrup- 
tion, requiring only an occasional oil- 
ing. Every building, including the 
pig-sty, is now nightly illuminated oy 
electric light. A small motor driveg 
the circular saw for cutting firewood 
and turns'‘a lathe and drill and other 
machinery in a near-by machine shop. 
A 2-horse power motor drives a 
vacuum pump, and the sweeping at 
the house is done in a modern way 
with vacuum cleaners. A pipe from 
this same vacuum line extends to the 
cow stables and does the milking with 
the aid of vacuum milking machines, 
milking twenty-five -cows twice a day. 
A half-horse power motor in the dairy 
room rungs both the separator and the 
churn and in the summer driveg an 
ice-cream  freezr. Even the grind- 
stone ig run by electricity. 

“The Miner residence is heated with 
five electric heatens which will keep 
the house at 75 degpees when it is zero 
outside. There ar’ also several elec- 
tric fans, including a ventilating fan 
in the attic: In e kitchen all the 
cooking is done wy electricity for a 
family of from ive to ten. Here a 
small motor does zjll the hard work of 
the kitchen and is also used to drive 
the sewing machiée. The water sys- 
tem for the house and barn is auto- 
matically supplied’ from a wmotor-

Is the Woolly Apple-Aphis. 


According to Farm and Fireside, the 
greatest pest which for years has been 
damaging the apple yield in almost 
every section of the United States is 
the woolly aphis.

Strong likes and dislikes for foods. 
This is much more pronounced if they 
have not. fundamentally been started 
right in body. building through correct 
fuods. They will be less subject to in- 
fectious diseases if up to the tenth 
year they get their nitrogen through 
milk, eggs, bread and cereals rather 
than meat. Then, to twelve or thir- 
teen, meat should be given and care 
should be exercised in providing a pure 
supply. Later during all the adolescent 
period (and here is where I believe less 
thought is gtven to the food for develop- 
ment of both boys and girls than at any 
other time) they should have the most 
eareful. watchful diet, as much or more 
than glven to the earlier periods. Boys 
and girls have a craving for sugar at 
this time; see that they have it in the 
form of an appetizing dessert, with, and 
not between, meals. These carbohy- 
drates, heat and energy producers. are 
necessary in the form of sugar. 

_ Doctor Hall, in ‘Nutrition and Dietet- 
ics,’’ says: ‘The craving for sweets is a 
natural one. They should be eaten hn- 
inediately following a meal, for then 
they seldom disturb digestion. Sweets 
are such a condensed form af energy 
that the craving for them at this ¢ime 
seems almost instinctive. But it can 
readily be seen why they should not be 
given at the early restless,energetic and 
sometimes nervous period of a child's 
life. ;

It is im- 
possible for. just one to have the suffer- 
ing. Ov re hs and underfed children are 
to be pitied. I have had both kinds 
many times, from kindergarten to high 
school, and they are usually nervous, 
irritable and restless children. Many 
times I have had these children write 
out for me what they had for break- 
fast, and I have kept it as a record, 
I could usually trace their conditions to 
too much breakfasts, not enough, or not 
the right combination or building food 
for that particular period of their life. 
Every parent is more than interested In 
the progress of their children in school. 
ft is the unusual case where this is not

! hing to eat, but must have Fi WOLD, 
It is impossible to plan this food for the 
children the mother or one in 
charge has true and correct standards of 
what constitutes perfect health. If we 
are living up to this !dea of right liv- 
ing ourselves, the way is easy for the 
children; for the mother says, ‘‘These 
are my children, all different natures 
and types, but all must build flesh, bone, 
blood, nails, teeth and skin. Now. what 
foods can I give these children of mine, 
with different phy sic al developments and 
tastes, that wil i a veloD the above 
necessary elements, so they tnayv grow 
into strong men and women”’ If she 
nas persevered in ner desire for know- 
ing along this li: she has found that 
cereals contain nc necessary elements 
for the hone Butter, cream and olive 
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oll and good fats are heat and energy 
producers; not in fried foods, but the 
butter on bread, milk or cream on 
cereal—no sugar—and ofl on dainty 
e=reen. vegetables. 

Potatoes, rice, hominy and white 
breads are the common starchy foods, 
and their great food value for the child 
depends upon the methods of cooking. 
Yor instance, a baked or carefully boil- 
ed potate has food value, but {s worse 
than useless when fried. There is no 
Starchy vegetable so elean ‘nr the system 
and so easily digested as rice, when 
washed thoroughly and cooked in plenty 
of rapidly boiling water unt!) tender, 
drained and served as a vegetable. The 
Same is true of macaront! or spaghetti. 


Whole-wheat bread contains more min- 
eral matter than white bread and is 
generally conceded to be better for child- 
building. Sweets may be given at the 
period of a child's life as previously sug- 
gested, with meals, and not between 
times, giving them. also fruits and 
salads in reasonable quantities. There 
is surely enough variety in the foods 
given to satisfy any child; but there 
should be cha nge in the preparation, ane 
if daintily prepared the food for the 
children’s table will be as wholesome 
and attractive as for grownups. 

Boys and girls with the least encour- 
agement are proud of iine, strong 
bodies. Teach them, and set the ex- 
ample, that it is through good foods, 
plenty of water, fresh air and exercise 
that they will develop their bodies and 
grow into strong men and women. 
When they have once learned the 
pleasures of health and how uncom- 
fortable it is to be sick. they will be 
quite ready to eat healthful foods. I 
must confess to being horrified when I 
see children given tea and coffee. Only 
this sumrner, while waiting for my 
breakfast.-in a summer hotel, a mother 
came in with three children (ages about 
5, S and 10 vears, respectively). and was 
seuted so near me [ could not help hear- 
ing thefr order for breakfast, which I 
caught in snatches something like this 
from the mother: ‘‘What will you have 
for breakfast?’ ‘Will you have coffee 
or milk?’ “Which would you rather 
have, coffee or cocoa?’ And, finally, 
all, of course, decided they much pre- 
ferred coffee, from mother down to the 
youngest. Children want. to do what 
they see older persons doing. They are 
great imitators. I saw a little 4-year- 
ola boy in. kindergarten one day with 
a toothpick in his mouth, puffing away, 
playing ‘“‘smoking.”’ I said to him, 
‘“‘Iyar!l, vou aren't going to stInoke when 
you are a man, are vou?’ Quickly he 
replied, ~ oe. I am: George 
does.”’

OR the last fifteen years American 
athletes have consistently captured 
the championships of the Olympic 

Games. These championships are based 
upon the calculations of the records tn all 
events; these points are then totalled, and 
the nation having the greatest number of 
points holds the World’s Olympic Cham- 
plonship. 

It was to be expected that the continued 
successes of our athletes would rouse the 
resentment of the European contestants. 
The Olympic Games are pecullarly na- 
tional events, and a championship is not 
considered as belonging to an individual 
winner as much as to the nation which 
produced him, and so it has proven ex- 
tremely irritating to the Continent that 
America should show itself so much gu- 
perior. 

It is regrettable that a spirit so un- 
sportsmanlike should be allowed to enter 
into games which are designed to be the 
very essence of everything truly sports- 
manlike. That the feeling exists strongly 
has been seen by a little resume of past 
occurrences. 

Who does not remember the classic Mar. 
athon race, from Windsor Castle to Shep 
herds Bush Stadium, over the rough roads 
of London's Suburbs, where an American 
contestant, when his attendant was forced 
to dismount and leave him-to plod his own 
way, twelve miles in a strange country, 
over strange roads, was even refused an 
Orange to moisten his parched throat by 
spectators and officials along the road! 

Who has not even seen pictures of the 
baughty English officials, honorable men 
no doubt outside of their unfairness to a 
visitor to their shores to compete against 
their representatives in equal combat, 
helping the Italian, Dorando, over the line 
at the finish of the long Marathon route, 
drageine him at times if necessary, con- 
trary to the rules, in their anxiety to have 
“anyoody beat the American”? 

That was the cry at the last Olympic 
games: “Anything to beat the American.” 
Will it be the same in Sweden? 

The 400-metre race at London was the 
subject of a long debate as to the right- 
eousness of the decision of the high and 
haughty “honorabies” who ruled the real 
winner of the race out of it after he had 
fairly outrun the best representative Eng- 
land had in the race.

One thing that ought to heip the Amert- 
ean champions In their work is the fact 
that the climate in Sweden will! be nearly 
to their liking. At the time of the year 
the games are held the air will be warm 
and azreeabie. in London in 1908 the 
Americans had to contend with the change 
able climate, which in fact, laid up many 
of the best men on the team’ In Athens, 
tn 1906, the heat overcame many of the 
competitors, and the dry atmosphere re- 
duced their powers. 

Most of the civilized nations of the world 
have always been represented at previous 
Olympic Games. and have already sent to 


the Swedish Olympic Committee assur- 
ances of stronger teams than ever in éhe 
1912 events. 

A team that will attract much attention 
on the field is that of China, which makes 
its appearance for the first time. Chinese 
University students have taken up amateur 
athletics seriously, and a score or more of 
men will be on hand at Stockholm to fight 
for honors for the new republic. 


Ever since China startled the athletic 
world, some four or five years ago, with 
the information that a student had been 
uneart who could beat the world in the 
pole vault, experts have been looking 
toward the East for the first symptoms of 
real athletic ability 

Even though it came out subsequently 
that the pole vaulter in question was in 
the habit of “lifting,” that is, raising his 
hands up on the pole while crossing the 
bar, which is contrary to the rules as 
adopted by Olympic Committees for years 
past, the grain of athletics was firmly 
planted, and the acquisition of European 
athletic coaches later on brought out real 
enthusiasm on the subject. 


Chile, Russia and Japan will also get on 
the athietic map this year with teams of 
representative athletes in the competitions. 

For the first tims in the history of the 
Olympic Games, America will send over a 
team of members of the United States reg- 
ular army to compete in the horseback 
riding and jumping competitions. This 
team. while under the charge of the Ameri- 
can Olympic Committee at the games, will 
be managed by Captain of Cavalry Guy V. 
Henry, and will accompany the rest of the 
American team when it leaves on the Fin- 
land on June 14. The team will be picked 
specially with an eye to the events on the 
programme, and it is expected that 
America’s first representation in these 
events will be a worthy one. 


BCENT athletic achievements 
of public school girls in 
America have made _ the 

time not far distant when the girl 
athlete will have to be admitted to 
the Olympic Games, even though 
those events constituting the Olym- 
pic Games proper have always been 
restricted to men. 

The athletic girl {s no longer a cu- 
riosity in America, and the courses 
instituted in the public schools have 
gone a long way toward putting the 
female athlete In the position where 
it is necessary to hold international 
competitions for her to prove her 
worth to the world. 

At the last Olympic Games in Lon. 
don the spectacie of a thousand 
women from Sweden, sent there by 


the Government, performing evolu- 


tions and drills that would require a 
lot of patience and hard training by 
a man, opened the eyes of the world 
to the possibilities and even proba- 
bilities of holding international com- 
petitions for women, and a move 
ment is now on foot to have regular- 
ly scheduled meetings throughout the 
world annually, where women can 
hold their own class of competitions, 
with suitable prizes and recognition 
for the champions in each class. 

The typical American girl is well 
ekilled in many forms of exercise and 
sports. Basketball and tennis have 
long been exercises in which many 
women have attained marvelous de- 
grees of ability. In fact, some of the 
basketball teams connected with 
women’s colleges have easily 
held their own on even terms 


forms of sports will eventually be 
held. 

A small knowledge of athletics has 
shown enormous possibilities to 
women. They have learned to prac- 
tice hygienic jiving, and to apprect- 
ate the value of pure air and whol- 
some food, well earned after exercise. 

The leading women’s colleges of 
the country have long since taken up 
the movement in the effort to foster 
a love of athletics among women. 
Rowing, tennis, basketball, snowshoe- 
ing and polo all have their devotees 
among the fair sex, and the amount 
of interest that is being taken in the 
more strenuous sports gives promise 
of development along the same lines. 

Running, jumping, *«cdling and 
putting the weights have all been 
introduced as women’s sports with 
remarkable results. The records 
achieved by women all over Amer- 
ica, particularly in: the last two 
years, show an aptitude for thie 
form of exercise nothing short of 
marvelous in the leading colleges of 
the country. 

No less than twelve new records 
in various track and fleld events 
have been created {» the last two 


with teams composed of men. 

The entry of the women into ath- 
jetics is not far off.- In the public 
schools of America it has been made 
compulsory for boy and girl alike to 
take part in a certain number of 
sports in a year. Germany has long 
had its “Turner” system, at which 
women hate become proficient in 
many forms of gymnastics, and the 
display made by the Swedish women 
at the last Olympic Games was the 
result of almost unceasing effort on 
the part of both scholars and teach- 
ers for some time. 

The leading tennis tournaments of 
the world are eagerly followed by 
women who make a specialty of that 
form of exercise, and the fact that 
the Olympic Committee has been far- 
sighted enough to place tennis events 
for women on the: programme of the 
games shows that fnternational com- 
petition among women in other

For example, 100,000 cubic yards of 
excavation would equal a ditch a yard 
wide, a yard deep, and 100,000 yards, 
of 300,000 feet, long. Now, dividing 
by 56,000 feet to the mile our ditch 
would be sixty miles long, or better, a 
ditch three feet wide and three feet 
deep to any locality sixty miles

Princess Victor Dies. 

Within the precincts of the palace of 
St. James there passed away last week 
a lady whose romantic mor ganatic mar 
riage to a royal prince was the cause 
of the story of King George's alleged 
marriage to Miss Seymour, the publi- 
eation of a bogus account of which 
by the Greek Mylius eventually com- 
pelled King George to take action 
for libel in the high court, and thus 
vindicate his honor before the world. 
The venerable lady was her serene 
highness, Princess Victor of Hohen- 
lohe-Langenberg. For many years she 
lived in complete seclusion in Engine 
court, where apartments were placed 
at her disposal by the late Queen 
Victoria, :and where her four children 
were reared. She was a daughter of 
the late Admiral Sir George Seymour, 
K. Cc. B., and in her youth occupied a 
position at court. 

At that time a notable figure about 
ct. James’ palace was Queen Victoria's 
nephew, Prince Victor of Hohenlohe. 
His relationship to the queen was @n 
interesting one. Queen Victoria's 
mother was a princess of Saxe-Coburg- 
Saalfeld, who was first married to the 
prince of Leiningen, and a daughter, 
Anna Feodora, who became by mar- 
riage princess of Hohenlohe-Langen- 
burg. After the death of her first 
husband. the Princess Leiningen mar- 
ried the duke of Kent, son of our 
King George HI, and their onl child 
was the Princess Victoria, who be- 
came our queen. 

Princess Leiningen’s son and daugh- 
ter by. her first husband were there- 
fore Queen Victoria's half-brother and 
half-sister, and between the latter and

Riding Under the Canal Level. 

I shall not say anything here about 
the locks nor the mighty Gatun dam 
which holds back the Chagres, The rail- 
road took us to the top of the level and 
then dropped us into the dam and car- 
us over its basin. Already twelve 
feet of water have been let in and by 
the time this letter is published the 
lake will be very. much higher, The 
railroad now skirts the edge of the 
filled portion at the 12-foot level and 
there will be 50 or 60 feet 
of water above that of the present 
tracks. Six months from now the only

Such an invitation was not to be re- 
fused, and so the sons of the queen's 
half-brother (Prince Leiningen) and of 
her half-sister (Princess Hohenlohe) 
came to this _country as boys, and 
never again left it. They entered the 
royal navy, and after many years rose 
to the highest rank, and died as ad- 
mirals, with records of distinguished 
service behind them. The late Prince 
Leiningen married royally, and is now 
forgotten. His cousin, Prince Hohen- 
lohe, was of a more romantic turn. He 
fell in love with Miss Laura Seymour, 
who wag a sister of the Marquis of 
Hertford, and married her. The mar- 
riage caused a tremendous sensation 
at the time, but the generation which 
was contemporary with this interest- 
ing couple has passed away, and their 
love story is now almost forgotten. 

Lost Royal Rank. 

Queen Victoria was no friend to

H. G. asks me to publish a formula for an 
astringent that will reduce the size of the 
large pores in her face. In the same page 
she makes a_ confession: “I have been 
steaming my face a great deal and I thought 
perhaps it was that which enlarged the 
pores.” 

You are quite right about the cause of 
those enlarged pores. I have repeatedly 
said in my articles on beauty that I was 
opposed to face steaming, except as a last 
resort, when the pores were deeply clogged 
with dust. The evils of face steaming are 
two. It causes the skin to. relax, stretch 
and become flabby and eventually to form 
wrinkles. And it so relaxes the pores that 
some of them refuse to draw together again, 
leaving unsightly holes in the face.
